Realizing the utter impossi- 
bility of comprehending God, 
His ‘ways and His Word by 
means of the natural under- 
standing, David uttered a heart- 
felt cry, ““Open thou mine eyes, 
that I may behold wondrous 
things out of thy law.” With 
David we pray the same prayer 
today, knowing that our soul’s 
salvation depends upon our 
knowledge and acceptance of 
the Word of God. Paul says, 
“But the natural man receiveth 
not the things of the Spirit of 
God: for they are’ foolishness 
unto him: neither can he know 
them, because they are spirit- 
uallysdiscerned.” (1 Cor. 2:14. 

We know that the carnal 
mind is emnity against God; is 
not subject to the will of God, 


neither can be; that in the flesh 


no man can please God. David 
saw that in himself he was un- 
done, and deserving to know 
the will of God more perfectly; 
he sought first that his under- 
sianding might be enlightened 
through the opening of his 
spiritual eyes. 


We. find Jesus_ speak- 
ing in parables to in- 
struct those who desired 


knowledge. He explained to the 
disciples that unto them was it 


_given to know the mysteries of 


the kingdom of heaven, and not 
to the world. He comforted 
them as He was about to go 
away, with this, that it was best 
for Him to leave them that the 
Spirit of truth now dwelling 
with them might come and 
abide in them to lead them and 
guide them in all their ways. 


This Spirit couldn’t be received 
by the world, because they could 
not see Him nor know Him—not 
having spiritual understanding. 
There is such an advantage in 
knowing the ways of God and 
His laws that every Christian 
these days seeks earnestly; not 
because of personal benefit re- 
ceived but that we might give 
out more and better service to 
the lost world. ‘““He made known 
His ways unto Moses, His acts 
unto the children of Israel.”

“And we know that all things 
work together for good to them 
that love God, to them who are 
the called according to his pur- 
pose.” (Rom. 8:28.) 


“The steps of a good man are 
ordered by the Lord: and he de- 
lighteth in his way.” (Ps. 37: 
23.) 

“For my thoughts are not 
your thoughts, neither are your 
Ways my ways, saith the Lord.” 
(Isa. 55:8.) 

In the foregoing Scriptures 
the contrast between the lead- 
ings of the Lord and human im- 
pressions is clearly set forth, . 
and in view of the fact that 
some honest hearted saints of 
God may be subject to interpret 
human impressions for. the 
leadings of the Lord, we will en- 
deavor to call attention to a few 
facts based on Bible characters 
as outlined therein. It is ac- 
knowledged by the reliable Bi- 
ble students that the process of 
time and the change of customs, 
ete., constantly brings the chil- 
dren of God under new and dif- 
ferent influences; however, the 
child of God is not responsible 
for such customs or changes 
that may be practiced contrary 
to good Christian living, neither 
is it their duty to participate in 
such. 

But they are to have the 
glory, practice the victory, de- 
monstrate the reality of salva- 
tion under every circumstance 
and difficulty that may arise. 
Doubtless it is often said by the 
saint of God when, reverses 
come, “Now I wonder if I am 
out of the Lord’s will? What 
have I done to bring about 
this?”? We admit it is possible to 
get out of God’s will and bring 
about trouble in one’s Christian 
living; however, reverses and 
difficult problems that may 
come our way is no evidence 
that we are not being led of 
the Lord.
